McKINLEYVILLE -— After all of the im- 
passioned input, creative brainstorming 
and grand visioning of how the McKin- 
leyville Town Center could be developed, 
the community now has a draft ordinance 
which lays out the rules for future develop- 
ment in the heart of town. 

The “McKinleyville Town Center Q 
Zone,” a 27-page document created after 
four years of meetings, will be reviewed 
by the McKinleyville Municipal Advisory 
Committee (McKMAC) at a special meet- 
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ing today, Sept. 13 at 6 p.m. at Azalea 
Hall, 1620 Pickett Rd. in McKinleyville.

The draft ordinance lays out the de- 
velopment rules for the Town Center, 
which is located roughly between Rail- 
road Drive and Heartwood Drive, and 
between McKinleyville Avenue and Pier- 
son Park.

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APD Chief Brian 
Ahearn to retire 
APD staffing on rebound

ARCATA -— Staffing is up at the offi- 
cer-starved Arcata Police Department 
(APD), where fresh officers are on patrol, 
with more in the pipe- 
line. But the depart- 
ment is soon to lose 
one key cop — Police 
Chief Brian Ahearn. 

The department 
had been almost 
38 percent short of 
sworn officers, with 
just 18 of 29 positions Brian Ahearn 
filled and one more about to depart. The 
staffing shortage reflects a situation fac- 
ing police departments nationally. 

“Our entire profession is really strug- 
gling with keeping people in uniform,” 
Ahearn said. 

Thence ensued an aggressive recruit- 
ment and retention campaign by the city, 
with APD officers traveling to regional 
police academies to extol the benefits of 
working in Arcata. Those benefits includ-

McKINLEYVILLE — The Humboldt 
County Sheriffs Office is invesitgating 
what appears to be a triple murder-sui- 
cide that left three people in McKin- 
leyville dead. 

On Sept. 5 Sheriff's investigators went 
toa home on the 1400 block of Marty Av- 
enue after a resident missed an appoint- 
ment and couldn’t be reached. Three de- 
ceased individuals were found inside. 

Sheriffs investigators learned that 
the decedents were relatives by marriage 
and were living together. The three are 
believed to have been deceased for sev- 
eral weeks before being discovered. This 
case is being investigated as a murder/ 
suicide., with no outstanding suspects 

The decedents are described as an 
81-year-old white male, a 58-year-old 
white male and a 62-year-old white female.

Humboldt tweaks vacay rental ordinance

HUMBOLDT —- Hum- 
boldt County has updated 
its draft vacation rental or- 
dinance, which now makes 
a distinction between host- 
ed and unhosted rentals, 
and rural and urban areas. 
As explained in a Sept. 6 
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online meeting on the new 
version, one of the changes 
is different standards for 
Short Term Rentals (STRs) 
that are hosted, meaning 
having an owner or caretak- 
er living onsite when a por- 
tion of a home is an STR. 
Hosted STRs will be per- 
mitted under a basic staff 
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review process if they meet 
standards. 

Those include having 
two-way road access and 
providing one off-street 
parking space per rented 
bedroom. 

If exceptions to the stan- 
dards are requested, a spe- 
cial permit process kicks 
in. That includes notifying 
nearby neighbors and, if 
comments call for it, public 
hearings. 

Some standards only 
apply to unhosted rentals, 
including a five-parcel STR 
limit per person or busi- 
ness and a “neighborhood 
concentration” limit where 
STRs will not exceed 10 
percent of housing units on 
an access road. 

A cap on total number 
of unhosted STRs is also 
in the works and applies to 
unincorporated inland ar-

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Scammers swindle 
thousands from victim

HUMBOLDT —- The Humboldt County Sheriffs Office 
has recently received the report of a computer scam leading 
to the theft of thousands of dollars from a local victim. 

According to the victim, an anti-virus pop-up notification 
appeared on their home computer informing the victim that 
the computer had been hacked and sensitive information was 
at risk. The notification directed the victim to contact “Win- 
dows Defender” in order to secure the computer. The victim 
contacted the number and allowed remote access to the com- 
puter after being told that the scammer needed to “run a di- 
agnostic.” The scammer then went on to tell the victim that 
several bank accounts had been opened and charged under 
the victim’s name and even reportedly transferred the victim 
to another scammer pretending to be the bank. 

The victim was instructed to send nearly $70,000 in cash 
wrapped in magazines in the mail to various locations on 
the East Coast to settle the accounts. After sending the mon- 
ey to the scammers, the victim then reportedly received a 
phone call claiming to be from the Humboldt County Sher- 
iffs Office, spoofing the Sheriffs Office phone number on 
caller ID, and later another claiming to be from the FBI For- 
tuna Field Office, also spoofing the agency’s phone number. 
Both callers again demanded more money, at which time 
the victim hung up and notified law enforcement. 

This appears to be a sophisticated, large-scale online 
scam with many suspects involved. Scammers prey on fear 
and will pressure their victims to act immediately rather 
than stopping and evaluating the situation. If you receive 
unsolicited contact from someone or an organization you 
do not recognize, whether it be online, on the phone or even 
by mail, take pause and talk it through with someone you 
trust. Even a quick Google search of the situation can often 
be helpful to determine if it is a scam. 

No government agency or banking institution will ask 
you to mail large sums of cash or pay fines with gift cards 
or pre-paid money cards. Additionally, while law enforce- 
ment may contact you regarding a warrant or investigation, 
we will never demand payment in exchange for dropping a 
warrant or stopping an investigation. 

Scammers often pretend to be someone you trust, like a 
government official, a family member, a charity or a com- 
pany with which you do business. Don’t send money or give 
out personal information in response to an unexpected re- 
quest — whether it comes as a text, a phone call or an email.

MCKINLEYVILLE -— In 2010, the McKinleyville Commu- 
nity Services District Board of Directors initiated proceedings 
to reestablish a special benefit assessment district within the 
CSD designated as the McKinleyville Community Services 
District Measure B Maintenance Assessment District — Re- 
newal for Parks, Open Space and Recreational Facilities. 

It was formed for the purpose of providing and continu- 
ing a stable revenue source, coupled with available grants 
and donations from other sources, to fund the ongoing op- 
eration, maintenance, expansion, enhancement, construc- 
tion, renovation and rehabilitation of the MCSD parks and 
recreational improvements including parks, wilderness 
parklands, open space, trails, sports facilities, recreation 
and activity centers and facilities. 

The Board of Directors proposed to form (reestablish) the 
Measure B Maintenance Assessment District — Renewal for 
Parks, Open Space, and Recreational Facilities (“District”), 
and to levy and collect annual assessments on the county 
tax rolls to fund in whole or in part the improvements in- 
cluding related debt service on bonds that may be issued or 
loan agreements to finance the authorized improvements. 

For the past several years, the district revenue collections 
have been insufficient to cover the operational and mainte- 
nance costs for the improvements maintained by the CSD, 
such that the district is carrying a negative fund balance. 

Therefore, the CSD has proposed an increased assessment, 
and the addition of an annual inflationary adjustment to the 
maximum rate. The proposed new assessment will fund: 

¢ Maintaining the building housing the Sheriffs Facility 


in McKinleyville 


¢ Keeping park restrooms open and clean 

¢ Keeping the Senior Center open and maintained 

¢ Maintaining Azalea Hall, the Library, our Teen & Com- 
munity Center and Activity Center 

¢ Maintaining playfields and playgrounds in all parks 


¢ Other community services 


On Sept. 6, 2023 the board adopted Resolution 2023-18 
which authorizes the preparation of the Engineer’s Report for 
the establishment of the increased assessment; and Resolution 
2022-19 which accepts the Engineering Report, sets the date for 
the public hearing, and authorized balloting on the measure. 

The Engineer's Report anticipates that Measure B col- 
lections from the existing 5,738 taxable parcels in the as- 
sessment district that benefit from the improvements, and 
based on a proposed assessment rate of $94 per equivalent 
benefit unit year, the assessment revenue to be levied and 
collected on the tax rolls will be approximately $701,660. 
This assessment revenue represents approximately 26 per- 
cent of the total estimated $2,745,010 budgeted for Fiscal 
Year 2023/2024 to fund the operation and maintenance of 
MCSD’s parks and recreation facilities. The District will use 
grants and other funding sources to pay for the remainder 
of this budget. A more detailed description can be found in 
the Engineer’s Report, which is on file with the district and 


available for public inspection.

ed juicy cash bonuses for 
signing on, and for staying. 

New graduates were of- 
fered a $3,000 signing bo- 
nus, while lateral transfers 
from other California de- 
partments were offered a 
whopping $50,000 paid out 
over two-and-a-half years. 
That, Ahearn said, is the sec- 
ond-highest bonus offered in 
the state, exceeded only by 
Alameda PD’s $75,000. 

Current officers, weren’t 
forgotten, gaining an addi- 
tional $22,500 in retention 
bonuses paid over two-and- 
a-half years. 

All the effort and expense 
brought results, with a host 
of new officers (including one 
who transferred away and 
came back) wearing APD uni- 
forms, or soon to do so. 

“We have 22 on board 
now, fully or in training, 
and two more on the cusp of 
joining as we do background 
checks,” Ahearn said. Four 
more aspiring officers des- 
tined for APD are now in po- 
lice academy. They'll undergo 
field training and be able to 
hit the streets solo in April. 

The always-humble 
Ahearn credits his City of 
Arcata colleagues for the 
upturn in his department’s 
fortunes, thanking the City 
Council and City Manager 
Karen Diemer for their di- 
rection and resources. 

“T’ve just been very hon- 
ored to work alongside the 
women and men of the Ar- 
cata Police Department, or 
City Council, our city man- 
ager, all of our department 
directors, really all the staff 
throughout the city. We’ve 
made so much progress,” 
he said. “Arcata was and 
continues to be a safe city. 
There’s lot of be proud of.” 


With the department sta- 
bilized, Ahearn sees an oppor- 
tunity to hand off his duties 
to a successor and return to 
San Diego County. He’s been 
living apart from Jacqueline, 
his wife of 38 years, during his 
time serving Arcata. 

“I have to get back home 
to my family,” he said. “They 
have been my rock my en- 
tire career.” 

“T feel like it’s the right time 
to bring in some new lead- 
ership and continue to move 
APD on an upward trajectory.” 

Ahearn came on board 
in November, 2018 follow- 
ing the resignation of Chief 
Tom Chapman. At that time, 
APD was a troubled organiza- 
tion, widely criticized for the 
botched investigation into the 
killing of Humboldt State stu- 
dent David Josiah Lawson, 
which remains unsolved. 

Ahearn led the reform of 
APD, implementing a host 
of improvement, 36 of them 
suggested by the National 
Police Foundation. 

Now, he said, “APD is top 
notch. I'd put us at the top 
of small, rural agencies any- 
where in California.” 

Ahearn formally departs 
October 18, but will first 
take some built-up vacation 
time. APD veteran Lt. Bart 
Silvers is serving as acting 
chief for now. 

“There’s a great buzz 
downstairs and a lot of ex- 
citement for the type of po- 
licing that is here in Arcata,” 
Diemer told the council last 
week. “I think that buzz is 
because the chief is leaving” 
Ahearn joked. 

“I had a wonderful time 
in Arcata,” he said. “It’s a 
beautiful community, very 
supportive of the police de- 
partment.” 

Effervesced Ahearn, 
“We're back, we're better 
than ever and we have the 
people to keep it going.”

At the beach he was happy to wade 
in the water and get his feet wet. In 
the shelter’s play yard, 
Buddy has demonstrated 
a good grasp of fetch and 
has shown he knows some 
obedience skills as well. 
We have one nice volunteer 
who has been washing the 
dogs as needed, and Buddy 
has been a good sport in the 
bathtub. 

Buddy is learning that all 
of the people he encounters now are good 
to him and that seems to really make him 
happy! He’d love to have his very own 
best friend to take him home and love 
him.

They have very sweet faces; anyone 
who adopts one of these two will hear 
frequent exclamations of how attrac- 
tive they are. They are attentive and at 
a great age to learn anything that their 
handler might ask for. 

Though they are kenneled together 
to conserve space, these pups will each 
do just fine on their own in their new 
homes. If they are not adopted by the 
weekend, they will most likely be mak- 
ing an appearance at one of the adop- 
tion events. Currently Meg weighs in at 
36 pounds and Raymond at 45 with a 
little growing yet to do.

eas between Rio Dell and 
Trinidad. 

Vacation rentals on agri- 
culture-zoned parcels must 
be “farm stays” that have ed- 
ucation and participation in 
farm activities. 

The ordinance is still in 
flux, with the county at- 
tempting to be responsive to 
comments from STR owners. 

During a workshop on the 
ordinance last June, many 
STR owners were wary of 
the ordinance and warned 
against making permitting 
too cumbersome. 

The county has listened 
and when a question was 
asked about permit pricing at 
last week’s meeting, County 
Planner Keenan Hilton said 
it will depend upon whether 
a special permit is needed. 

A far less costly adminis- 
trative permit process will be 


for hosted and unhosted STRs 
that meet the ordinance’s 
standards. But Planning Di- 
rector John Ford thought of a 
way to make things even sim- 
pler for the hosted units. 

“One of things that struck 
me as I was listening tonight 
is looking to do the host- 
ed STRs through a Zoning 
Clearance Certificate,” he 
said, referring to a “very mi- 
nor” process that involves 
minimal staff review. 

“We're very much think- 
ing this through and every 
time you all have questions 
and comments it helps us 
see things in a little different 
light,” Ford continued. 

Later, Hilton said the 
price of a special permit is 
$1,600, a one-time cost. 

On the cap for unhosted 
units, Keenan said the total 
limit at this point is two per- 
cent of the housing stock in 


the Rio Dell to Trinidad area. 

It’s one of the policies that 
drew some questioning in an 
otherwise less contentious 
meeting than previous ones. 

Responding to a question 
on specific numbers rela- 
tive to the cap, Hilton said 
they’re still in the process of 
being firmed up. 

But he estimated there are 
about 17,000 housing units 
in the area so a two percent 
cap would be 346 STRs. 

The number of existing 
STRs in the area is still be- 
ing calculated, he continued, 
and will be presented when 
the county’s Planning Com- 
mission holds a workshop on 
the ordinance on Sept. 21. 

He said the total number 
of STRs in the unincorporat- 
ed county area is “somewhere 
in the ballpark” of 800. 

There’s concern about 
the prospect of limiting STR 
approvals. “It sounds like 
there’s gonna be less permits 
than the available (STRs) out 


there — in other words, peo- 
ple are gonna miss out,” said 
STR owner Zach Stanton. 

Ford warned against 
making assumptions. “Zach, 
we're not ready to say that,” 
he said. 

Hosted STRs won't be in- 
cluded in the cap and Ford 
said it’s still not known how 
many existing vacation rent- 
als have onsite hosts. Still, the 
cap is one of the draft ordi- 
nance’s most debated issues. 

Other provisions of the 
draft ordinance include not 
allowing alternative own- 
er-builder units if they’re 
unhosted. Accessory dwell- 
ing units approved after 
January 1, 2020 aren’t al- 
lowed as STRs. 

The meeting included a 
timeline on the ordinance. 

Following the Planning 
Commission’s workshop lat- 
er this month, commission 
and Board of Supervisors 
hearings will be held through 
this fall into the winter. 


Q Zone! Mixed-use multi-story buildings

‘Multi-modal connectivity’ 

“The McKinleyville Town Center 
Q-Zone is intended to conform to the 
McKinleyville Community Plan which 
creates a unique community center 
characterized by development empha- 
sizing multi-modal connectivity (pedes- 
trian, bicycle, and public transit), pub- 
lic meeting and gathering spaces, open 
space and wetland preservation with a 
full range of mixed use commercial, of- 
fice, civic and high-density residential 
uses,” states the draft ordinance. 

The largest undeveloped area is locat- 
ed behind the McKinleyville Shopping 
Center and just south of Hiller Road. 
Life Plan Humboldt has purchased the 
property south of Hiller Road and in- 
tends to build a senior housing campus. 

Mixed use, building heights 

The ordinance calls for most of the 
Town Center to be zoned for mixed 
use, which would allow multi-story 
buildings, with commercial enterpris- 
es on the first floor and residential 
units above. 

The ordinance prohibits “big box” 
stores, which means that large build- 
ings that are typically occupied by 
stores such as Walmart would not be 
allowed. However, a business such as 
Walmart could occupy a smaller build- 
ing. The ordinance also prohibits new 
drive-thrus. 

The maximum building height is 
four stories. For mixed use commer- 
cial buildings, there are zero setbacks, 
meaning buildings can be constructed 
right up to the sidewalk. 

Blank walls 

The ordinance also addresses blank 
walls. 

“Untreated blank walls more than 10’ 


in length adjacent to and visible from a 
street, parking lot, public park, com- 
mon open space, or pedestrian pathway 
are prohibited,” states the ordinance. 
“Where a wall is visible from any of the 
above areas at least two of the following 
wall treatments shall be installed: 

¢ Display windows; 

¢ Landscape planting beds at least 
5 feet wide or a raised planter bed at 
least 16 inches high and 3 feet wide in 
front of the wall with planting materials 
that are sufficient to obscure or screen 
at least 50 percent of the wall’s surface 
within three years; 

¢ A vertical trellis in front of the wall 
with climbing vines or plant materials; 

¢ Painted mural(s); or 

¢ Sculpture(s)” 

Connectivity 

“Pedestrian, bicycle, transit, and 
vehicular improvements are required 
components of the Town Center. The 
connections below shall be designed 
and constructed as part of develop- 
ment. Improvements shall be designed 
and constructed at the earliest practical 
stage of development or as specified be- 
low,” states the ordinance. 

One of the key issues that has yet to 
be resolved is what to do with Central 
Avenue, which slices through the mid- 
dle of the McKinleyville Town Center. 
One of the many ideas for Central Av- 
enue is to reduce the number of lanes 
from two in each directiopn to one in 
each direction. 

Members of the McKMAC have said 
they would like to see that option and 
others studied in the draft environmen- 
tal impact report which will be prepared 
for the ordnance. 

The Town Center would include 
several trails, including one running 


near Railroad Drive between McKin- 
leyville Avenue and Central Avenue, 
another along Hiller Road between 
McKinleyville Avenue and Central Av- 
enue, and another straight through the 
middle of the Town Center, from Pier- 
son Park to McKinleyville Avenue. The 
Mid-Town Trail, which runs north and 
south, would also be extended from 
Railroad Drive to south of Hiller Road. 
Parking 

The ordinance does away with park- 
ing requirements. 

“There is no minimum off-street 
parking requirement for individual de- 
velopment within the Town Center,” 
the ordinance states. “Where no on 
site-parking is provided, parking shall 
be in a common parking lot established 
and maintained through formation of 
a parking district. The parking district 
shall be established prior to recordation 
of the first final map, or prior to the first 
permit issued for the parcel involved.” 

If a developer decides to include a 
parking lot, there are landscaping and 
pathway requirements. 

“Parking areas shall include a min- 
imum 10-foot-wide planter around 
the perimeter of the parking area and 
contain trees and other plant materials 
capable of creating a visual buffer from 
the street and surrounding properties,” 
the ordinance states. “Pedestrian walk- 
ways shall be provided from existing or 
proposed public sidewalks to the cus- 
tomer entrance of all buildings on the 
site. Walkways shall connect pedestri- 
ans to transit stops, street crossings, 
store entry points, central features and 
community spaces on or adjoining the 
site. Landscaped areas shall be pro- 
vided along the length of the sidewalk 
or walkway that include trees, shrubs, 
ground covers, or other such materials 
without obstructing the path of travel or 
creating protruding objects.”

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MISSING Scott Paul Hayes. 


HCSO 

HUMBOLDT —- The Humboldt County Sheriffs Cold 
Case Unit is seeking the community’s help to solve a 
27-year-old missing person case. 

Scott Paul Hayes was last seen by a roommate on Jan. 
8, 1996. Hayes, who was 19 at the time, told his room- 
mate he was leaving Humboldt County and traveling to 
Southern California to visit his girlfriend. Hayes report- 
edly loaded all of his personal property into his maroon 
Chevrolet Sonoma pickup truck and left. 

The following day, January 9, Hayes’ truck was found 
parked on the edge of the northbound lane of U.S. High- 
way 101 near Redcrest. His vehicle was locked, and his 
belongings were still inside. Later investigations indicat- 
ed that the truck was out of fuel. No signs of foul play 
were found at the scene. 

During their investigation, detectives located a wit- 
ness who reportedly saw a man matching the description 
of Hayes in Redcrest during the early morning hours of 
January 9. The man reportedly told the witness that he 
had run out of gas. The witness gave the man a ride, how- 
ever, the man reportedly began acting strangely and the 
witness dropped him off under the Stafford overpass out 
of fear for their safety. The witness reportedly continued 
on and retrieved fuel for the man, however, upon return- 
ing approximately 10 minutes later to the Stafford loca- 
tion, the man was gone. 

An additional witness claimed to have seen Hayes at 
a motel in Rio Dell. Again, the man was reported to be 
acting strangely and he was not given a room. The man 
was reportedly last seen walking northbound on Wild- 
wood Avenue. 

Hayes has not been seen or heard from since Jan. 9, 
1996, and all leads received by the Sheriffs Office thus 
far have been exhausted. 

Scott Hayes was described as a white male adult, ap- 
proximately 6 feet 1 inch tall, 150 pounds, with blonde 
hair and hazel eyes. 

The Sheriff's Office needs your help to bring closure to 
Mr. Hayes’ family.

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Selective density needed 


Four letters in last week’s Union addressed 
different aspects of Arcata’s Gateway Area 
Plan. Perhaps unintended by the writers, 
each letter actually disproved the points the 
writers seemed to want to make. 

Regarding the Arcata Fire District’s ex- 
tremely valid concerns on their staffing up- 
grades to provide fire protection for taller 
buildings, work is underway to deal with this 
important issue, as the Union editor point- 
ed out. We await the draft Environmental 
Impact Report to see how this and other in- 
frastructure and sound, soil, and air quality 
concerns are provided for. 

The letter speaking to “the lack of afford- 
able options” and stating “We need more 
housing of all types and for all incomes” is 
100% true. Unfortunately, the current draft 
Gateway plan does not provide anywhere 
close to adequate means to really ensure that 
we will see affordable housing. If passed in 
its current form, housing built would likely 
be more expensive than what we’ve come to 
know as “market rents.” Additional work on 
the plan is needed if we’re going to see the 
types and costs of housing that are crucial for 
the needs of the people. 

Regarding the 7-story building in Spo- 
kane, I’ll say this. The image is a rendering, 
not a photograph. I did the solar shading di- 
agrams for this building. Even in August it 
shades its own sidewalk for 9 hours a day. For 
six months of the year, it shades its sidewalk 
and the sidewalk on other side of the street 
for 8 hours a day. Across the street is a one- 
block-deep city park. For a third of the year, 
it shades half of this park — on the OTHER 
side of the street — for four hours a day. In 
the middle of Winter, it can shade ALL of this 
park. 

As the author noted, it has no stepbacks. It 
rises in a vertical wall from the sidewalk. This 
building can do without a street-frontage 
stepback because it is only one-quarter city 
block wide — about 85 feet, or about one-third 
of an Arcata city block. The Spokane block

In the Gateway area, we may be seeing 
buildings that are one full block long. With- 
out a suitable deep stepback, a block-long 
building will indeed create a canyon-like feel. 

That building in Spokane is 7-stories and 
has 50 apartments. We need housing that 
is more dense than that. Examples of dense 
housing are shown on Arcatai1.com. 

The Union editor wrote “Even the shaded 
areas of lower Manhattan that lie amidst the 
skyscrapers, such as the World Trade Center 
area, are awash in sunlight every clear day.” 

Well, the World Trade Center area was de- 
signed as a commemorative park, with blocks 
of open space and large reflective pools show- 
ing where Twin Towers once stood. Yes, it has 
sunlight — although even those open blocks 
become 40%-80% in shadow in the Winter 
months. Walk a block away, and you're in 
80% to 100% of the day in shadow, for every 
day of the entire year. 

Certainly, Arcata is not New York. But 
block-long 5-story buildings on both sides of 
the street will have the same kind of effect. 
And the Gateway Code can be written to elim- 
inate that. 

Battery Park, just a short distance away, is 
indeed precious, as the Union editor notes. It 


is at the southern-most tip of Manhattan. All 
tall buildings are to the north — resulting in 
no shade cast onto the park. 

In Arcata it would be truly wonderful to 
have a large section of the Gateway area pre- 
served as a park. Perhaps a few acres of the 
Barrel district, adjacent to the L Street Linear 
Park, could be created with no tall buildings 
to the south casting shade on it 

I agree we need density — and it has to be 
applied selectively. The current Gateway plan 
paints density with broad brushstrokes. The 
plan is not tuned to what we are looking for 
here in Arcata. And, most importantly, it does 
not provide affordable housing. 

I welcome dialogue. I want to make this 
plan work. Arcata, we can do better.

Verkuil. 

The live program is held at Six

Rd., Arcata. It will be simultane- 
ously Zoomed — go to rras.org for 
the link. Drinks and goodies will be 
served at 7 p.m. and the program 
will start at 7:30 p.m. 

Ruffs are mostly known for their 
extravagant looks, with the males 
sporting colorful ruffs and tufts in 
unique combinations of patterns 
and colors. 

Their displays on the mating 
grounds are a spectacular sight. In 
this talk, Verkuil will focus on the 
more hidden complexity of their 
mating system, with unexpect- 
ed male and female roles that are 
equally spectacular. 

The talk will also touch on the 
capacity of Ruffs to react to chang- 
es in their environments. They ap- 


pear quickly in areas where condi- 
tions are right (again). 

This has led to apparent flexible 
usage of migration routes through 
Europe and large-scale shifts of 
breeding grounds in Scandinavia 
and Russia in the last decades. 

Verkuil is a Dutch ecologist, 
based near Humboldt Bay since 
2022, with a lifelong passion for 
shorebirds. She did her master's 
research on Red Knots migrating 
through Western Europe and on 
the shorebird community of the Si- 
vash, Ukraine. 

She received her Ph.D. in Bi- 
ology in 2010 at the University of 
Groningen based on her studies of 
Ruffs and did postdoctoral work on 
rufa Red Knots at the Royal Ontar- 
io Museum in Canada. 

In the past decade, she con- 
tinued her population genetics 
research on shorebirds and devel- 
oped a methodology for DNA-bar- 
coding bird diets. 

Since 2008 she has dedicated 
her free time to promoting shore- 
bird conservation and research,

mostly through her roles as chair

Cyanobacteria Cone green algae) lurks

HUMBOLDT —- As we go 
into the long weekend, local 
Environmental and Public 
Health officials are remind- 
ing residents to keep an eye 
out for cyanobacteria while 
recreating at area rivers and 
lakes. 

This reminder comes after 
algal blooms were recently 
detected by North Coast Re- 
gional Water Quality Control 
Board staff in the South Fork 
of the Eel River at Richard- 
son’s Grove, Cook’s Valley 
and in Miranda. 

Cyanobacteria, also 
known as_ blue-green al- 
gae, can be present in any 
fresh water body, and looks 
like dark green, blue-green, 
black, orange or brown scum, 
foam or mats on the riverbed 
or floating on the water. 

Cyanobacteria can pro- 
duce harmful compounds, 
such as toxins and taste and 
odor compounds, that cause 
health risks to humans and 
animals. Warm water and 
abundant nutrients can 
cause cyanobacteria to grow 
more rapidly than usual 
causing “blooms.” These 
blooms are termed “harmful 
algal blooms.” 

In previous years, cyano- 
bacteria has been confirmed 
in water bodies within 


Humboldt and surrounding 
counties, including the Mad 
River, South Fork Eel Riv- 
er, Van Duzen River, Trini- 
ty River, Big Lagoon, Stone

It is difficult to test and 
monitor the many lakes and 
miles of our local rivers. 

Most blooms in Califor- 
nia contain harmless green 
algae, but it is important to 
stay safe and avoid contact. 

While most cyanobacte- 
ria do not affect animals or 
people, some are capable of 
producing toxins that can 
be harmful to animals and 
humans. 

Dogs and children are 
most likely to be affected be- 
cause of their smaller body 
size and tendency to stay in 
the water for longer periods 
of time. 

Officials recommend the 
following guidelines for rec- 
reational users of freshwater 
areas: 

* Keep children, pets and 
livestock from swimming in 
or drinking water containing 
algal scums or mats. 

¢ Adults should also 
avoid wading and swimming 
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in water containing algal 
blooms. Try not to swallow 
or inhale water spray in an 
algal bloom area. 

¢ If no algal scums or 
mats are visible, you should 
still carefully watch young 
children and warn them not 
to swallow any water. 

¢ Fish should be con- 
sumed only after removing 
the guts and liver and rins- 
ing fillets in tap water. 

¢ Never drink, cook with 
or wash dishes with water 
from rivers, streams or lakes. 

¢ Get medical attention 
immediately if you think that 
you, your pet or livestock 
might have been poisoned 
by cyanobacteria toxins. 
Be sure to tell the doctor or 
veterinarian about possible 
contact with cyanobacteria 
or algal blooms. 

¢ Join or support one of 
the many watershed and riv- 
er organizations.

HUMBOLDT —- _ Sam- 
ples taken by the Humboldt 
County Department of Agri- 
culture have been confirmed 
to be an invasive earthworm 
species known as the jump- 
ing worm (Amynthas agres- 
tis). Jumping worms devour 
organic matter more rapidly 
than European earthworms, 
stripping the forest of the 
layer critical for seedlings 
and wildflowers. 

Recently, the Humboldt 
County Department of Ag- 
riculture submitted a worm 
sample to the California 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture’s (CFDA) Plant 
Health and Pest Prevention 
Services Division for testing. 
The sample was taken from 
a residential garden located 
in Arcata. 

The sample provided to 
the CDFA was confirmed 
to be the jumping worm 
through DNA testing. This 
is the first time the jumping 
worm has been detected in 
Humboldt County. 

Movement of this worm 
is most likely attributed to 
the horticultural industry, 
since on their own, jumping 
worms can only move five to 
ten meters a year. Presence 
of the jumping worm has 
spread widely in the North- 
east and Midwest in the past 
two decades. The first detec- 
tion in California occurred 
in 2019 and was associated 
with potted plants at a nurs- 
ery located in Napa County. 
There have been subsequent

detections in Sonoma Coun- 
ty in 2022 and 2023. 

The CDFA has labeled the 
jumping worm as an A-rated 
pest, meaning it can cause 
economic or environmental 
harm if it becomes estab- 
lished in California. 

The Humboldt County 
Department of Agriculture 
wants the community and 
nursery industry to be aware 
of this new pest and to con- 
tact the department if you 
believe you have found a 
suspected jumping worm. 

If you suspect the pres- 
ence of the jumping worm, 
please retain a sample, or 
take a photo of the worm 
in question and note the lo- 
cation of the worm. To re- 
port the suspected jumping 
worm, members of the pub- 
lic should fill out the jump- 
ing worm survey and contact 
the department at agcom- 
missioner @co.humboladt. 
ca.us or call (707) 441-5260. 
Detect the jumping worm 

The jumping worm can 
be distinguished from oth- 
er earthworms by a milky- 
white band (the clitellum) 
wrapping all around and 
flush with its body near the 
head as well as its charac- 
teristic “jumping” when

disturbed. On European 
earthworms, the band is 
raised or  saddle-shaped 
and reddish-brown in color 
and does not wrap entirely 
around the body. 

In nurseries, the presence 
of jumping worms is likely 
to be found underneath pots 
sitting on the ground or on 
landscape fabric. In forests 
and gardens, they tend to be 
near the surface, just under 
accumulations of leaf litter 
or mulch. When the top lay- 
er of soil is scratched, these 
worms can be seen thrashing 
about with an erratic, snake- 
like movement. One sign of a 
possible infestation is a very 
uniform, granular soil creat- 
ed from worm castings. The 
texture of the soil is often 
compared to coffee grounds. 

The Department of Ag- 
riculture is committed to 
preventing the spread of this 
invasive worm and will con- 
tinue to work to educate and 
assist the public in identify- 
ing and managing the jump- 
ing worm as needed.
